Drought In Spain. 


Madrid, April 6.—Owing to an ex- 


treme drought all field work in Anda- 
lusia has been suspended for a con- 
siderable time, and crops are threat- 
ened with total destruction. The cost 
of necessaries of life has risen to ex- 
orbitant figures. The municipal au- 
thorities have done their utmost to 
alleviate the distress, but.iae funds at 
their disposal will soon be exhausted. 
The national government has started 
public works in many places and has 
sent pecuniary assistance to the lim- 
ited extent possible under the budget 
requirements; but unless ,aere is rain 
soon to enable agriculturists to re- 
sume their labors, serious conse- 
quences are likely to ensue, especially 
as the drought, which at first was con- 
fined to Andalusia, is beginning to 
spread to Valencia, Arragon and other 
provinces. '

Injunction Dissolved. 


Akron, O., April 6. — Judge Wash- 


burn dissolved the temporary restrain- 
ing order granted to enjoin the im- 
provement of the northern Ohio canal 
on the ground that the contract was 
not let regularly by the state hoard of 
public works. 
Tho court deckled 


against George W. Carmichacl & Co., 
who began the injunction proceedings, 
and ruled that the lotting of the con- 
tract for the work between Akron and 
Cleveland to P. T. McCourt and Mc- 
Garry & McGowan was regular.
